A Hydro-Carbon Locomotive. 
From the New York Herald, 7th. ! 
College Point, L. I., was again visited by a 
number of gentlemen, some of whom were ex- 
perts in railroad matters, to witness another 
experiment of the application of the Holland 
hydro-carbon retort to a locomotive. As 
stated in the Herald a few days ago, the agents 
used in developing the heat were crude naph- 
tha andewater. The changing of the oil in one 
compartment of the retort into a bi- carbon- 
ated bydrogen gas, while the water is being 
decomposed, or rather heated, into a dry 
steam in the other seems to be at once avery 
simple and effectual process. As the pro- 
ducts of the disintegration of the 
fluids, which -takes place’ in the re- 
torts, are forced through the small autlets 
or jets they combine and a fierce oxy-bydro- 
carbon fire is the result. The locomotive 
placed atthe disposal of the inventor is one 
that, after having traveled over 22,000 miles, 
was placed in the round-house as unfit for 
further use. It has been standing in its stable 
for over six months, and, as little attention 
was paid to it, the oxidizing influences of the 
atmosphere are quite perceptible. It was 
even siated that twelve of her flues were 
stopped up, a fact that would not in the least 
tendtoalluy the fears of timid railroad trav- 
elers.

Well-Paid Lawyers. 
[From the New York Times.! 


The British Government places a high value 
on the services of lawyers in the Cabinet, and 
pays them more handsomely than the other 
members. The Lord Chancellor, the Attor- 
ney-General and the Solicitor-Geaeral each 
bas a higher salary thanthe Prime Minister or 
the Secretaries. Ihe Lord Chancellor receives 
$50,000 a year, the Attorney-General $ 40,000, 
and the Solicitor-General $35,000, while the 
Premier is paid $25,000 yearly, which is also 
the salary of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and the Home, the Foreign, the Indian, the 
Colonial, and the War Secretaries. The Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland receives $100,000 per 
annum, and the Lord Chancellor of Ireland 
$40,000. Judges are also paid very large 
salaries in England, that of the Lord Chief 
Justice being 0,000, while the ordinary 
Justices of the Court of Appeal add of the 
High Court of Justice get $25,000 a year each. 
No public law officer in the United States is 


paid anything like the amounts above named, 


The Chief Justice of the United States re- 
ceives $10,500 a year, which is $500 a year more 
than is given to each of the Associate Justices. 
Tbe salary of the Attorney-General of the 
United States is $8,000. Someof the New 
York Judges are better paid than the mem- 
bers of the United States Supreme Court, but 
their salaries are vastly below those of the 
English Judges.

. Destitution and Death in the New Giin- 


nison Kl Dorado. 
[Gunnison Cor. Chicago Times. 

This portion of tbe Ute country is a charm- 
ing one, and of a character which will admit 
of the (ay construction of wagon roads 
or, railways. There is an abundance of 
streams whereby the processes of mining 
would be greatly facilitated, and there is op- 
portunity throughout all the region visited for 
the growth from the soil of hay, grain, cattle 
and otber articles which would be in demand 
by the mining communities. I have in mv 
possession à large amount of material gathered 
from men who have penetrated the Ute reser- 
vation, but which, owing to the quantity, will 
have to be given in a later communication. I 
will only say now that from such evidence as 
I have been able to gather the western slopes 
of the Elk Mountains are quite as valuable 
mineral lands as those on this side, with the 
advantage that in the country over there, 
along the Gunnison and Grand Rivers and 
their tributaries south of the latter, there is a 
vast amount of country suitable for grazing 
and agriculture, and which will furnish a val- 
uable supplv of timber. 

Enthusiasts,that is, hotel keepers, those who 
have prospects to sell 
real estate, assert that one hundred thousand 
people will come into the Gunnison the pres- 
ent year. Whether or not these figures ure 
correct, it is at least certain that twenty times 
as many willcome as willever realize any- 
thing but loss and cruel disappointment. I 
believe, from what I have seen in the mineral 
regions of Colorado, that not to exceed 5 per 
cent of the people who come tothe mines se- 
cure a living, while those who 
make a fortune, or even 1 
competence, will not exceed 1 per centum. 
When a man enters on a business in which 
there is only one chance in twenty of making 
a bare living, and only one in a hundred that 
he wil] get rich, people would think him apt 
to beſbsane, and yet these are precisely the 
odds men have to encounter, as a mass, 
when they undertake to make a business of 
mining. 

Within a radius of from 75 to 150 miles of 
this point,and in and about Gunnison, are 
anywhere from twenty to thirty thousand men 
who are waiting for the snow to leave so they 
can getinto the camps. A large number of 
these people are, at this moment, in a state of 
destitution. Others have a little,Jbut not 
enough to last them until they can strike 
mineral, or get something to do. In two 
months there will be as many people leaving 
here as there will be others coming into it, 
and the amount of bardship, starvation, sick - 
ness and death which all this will include 
will be beyond computation.

ORTHOGRAPHICAL. 
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A Movement to Reform the American 
Spelling Book. 
| Washington Cor. New York Times. | 

Some days ago Mr. Ballou, of Rhode Island, 
introduced in the House a bill in the interest 
of the so called “spelling reform,” providing 
for the appointment of a con mission of seven 
persons, “who shall examine the orthography 
used in the public documents and in the pub- 
lic schools of the District of Columbia, and in- 
quire how much its defects increase the cost 
of the public printing, and how far they are 
ap impediment to the acquisition and use of 
the English language and to education, and 
inquire what amendments in orthography, if 
sny, may be easily introduced into the public 
documents and the schools of the District of 
Columbia, and accepted in examinations 
for the civil service, and whether itis expe- 
dient to move the Government of Great Brit- 
ain to unite in constituting a joint commis- 
sion to consider such amendments.’’ The 
bill was referred to the Committee on Educa- 


| tion and Labor, whictvhas submitted a fav- 
orable report upon it. 


The bill is now on the 
calendar. The report, writteu by Mr. Ballou, 
declaring that it is deemed worthy of serious 
consideration and careful inquiry whether the 
language which perhaps is destined to be- 
come universal may not be simplified and 
abbreviated in its orthograpby by omitting 
the silent and unnecessary letters and using 
only those which most naturally and simply 
convey the sound ef the words when pro- 
nounced. The committee says it has been in- 
formed by leading educators that the irregular 
spelling of the English language causes a loss 
of two years of each child’s schoo! time, is a 
main cause of the alarming illiteracy of our 
people,’’ involves an annual expense of many 
millions of dollar for teachers and for writing 
and printing superfluous letters, and is in 
many other ways an obstacle to the progress 
of education, The committee has also been 
told by experienced teachers and learned 
scholars that a great reform can be made in 
English spelling, and that a system can be de- 
vised to be gradually and wisely introduced, 
which will be a great improvement in facilitat - 
ing education, and a great saving of expense 
tothe Government and the prea: in the

He told my 
brother that he was a school teacher traveling 
to California, and that his people all lived in 
Indianapolis. Sunday evening about 8 o’clock 
he came in. He Seemed to be rather 
excited, and at last went to bed. His room- 
mates, when they came up, noticed that he 
was not well, and they spoke to him. Hesaid 
that he was

and that he feared an attack then. They 
worked with him for an hour, and about mid- 
night sent for Dr. Moore, who refused to 
come.

El- 
lis then carried out bis threat, and drawing 
bis revolver plugged“ Sanders. He then 
fled, and the wounded man was taken to the 
City Hospital. 

Officer Slattery revorted the case to head- 
quarters, ard several officers were furnished 
with descriptions of Ellis. Officer J. M. 
Fitzgerald succeeded yesterday morning at 
about 10 o’clock in trailing Ellis to the room of 
Jessie Howard, a colored prostitute living at 
405 South Sixth street. The woman had sent 
her trunk to a ＋ and raised money for 
Ellis to leave the city with, it being generzlly 
known that Sar ders could not live. Fitzger- 
ald anticipated his departure by a 
few minutes. Ellis made no re 
sistance, and accompanied the officer 
to the Four Courts. He refused to make any 
statement of the affair. 

THE MURDERER INTERVIEWED. 

At 8 o' c ock this morning, tl rough the cour- 
texsy of Capt. Lee, a reporter of the Pusr- 
DISPATCH Visited Ellis in the calaboose. He 
is an intelligent, fair-looking negro, very 
black, but bearing the neat air of a trained 
house servant. The reporter asked Ellis fora 
statement of the difficulty of Saturday nicht, 
but be simply stared out of the window and 
made no repiv. 

“Did you know Sanders?“ 

No; not that I can remember. 
think I ever saw bim before.“ 

What was the trouble about?’ 

Again silence. 

“Did you know that Sanders died this morn- 
ing? 

The prisoner started, sighed heavily once, 
and, tor five minutes, stared into vacancy with- 
out saying a word, and then said: 

J aid not know that.“ 

The reporter again sought a statement of 
the ¢ ffair, and Ellis turned about with his eyes 
filled witn tears, and said: 

„guess I had better see a lawyer before I 
make any statement.“ ; 

Without another word he w&lked back to 
his cell like a man in a dream. 

There is very little known about either the 
murderer or his victim. Ellis is about twen- 
ty-eigbt years of age, and was born in Vir- 
ginia. He claims never to have been arrested 
before. Officer Slattery credits him with« 
quarrelsome disposition. Officer Landis, who 
bas walked on the levee for vears, knows 
nothing against him, and gives Sanders a good 
character.

THE INQUEST. 
Coroner Auler went out to the City Hos- 
ital tbis morning and took the statements of 
r. D. V. Dean aad Charles Williams, a col- 
ore d nurse. 


„Dr. Dean testified that the deceased was ad- 


mitted to the hospital at 7:30 p. m. on Satur- 
day. He was twenty-seven years of age, a native 
of Missouri, by occupation a steambvatman. 
He died on May 10 at 6:40 a. m. from the ef- 
fects of a gunskot wound in the region of the 
stomach. I removed the bullet, of 32 caliber, 
from over the last or next to the last 
rib on the left side, about four 
inches from the spine, under the skir. 
Deceased refused to make any statement to 
me, although I told him he was in a low con- 
dition, furtner than to my leading question, 
Was the man white or black?’’ to which he 
replied, white. Later, however, I asked him 
was it Ellis that sbot him and he said yes. 
He also told me that the shooting was over 
— and that he had given no cause for 
it. 


DR. CASE. 

Dr. Calvin M. Case testified that he had 
indisectly learned from a nurse 
that Sanders had said that he had lost money 
in a gambling house and that the proprietor

colored, a nurse, testified that Sanders had 
told bick that he was a little tight and had got 
to gambling with Ellis, who won all his mon- 
ey. He then asked him fcr $2 back, which 
Ellis refused. Theythen got to quarreling 
and Ellis shot him as he started to run from 
the saloon. 

Deputy Coroner O' Neil is summoning the 
Witnesses this afternoon, and will hold the in- 
quest to-morrow.

DENYING THE DAMAGES. 


Disastrous Ending of Mr. Ober’s $70,-

Alleged Unreliability of Elevator Re- 
ports of Grain Stock.

Petition on Change for the Adoption of 


, System of Registration.

Interviews With Prominent Dealers—An 
Improvement on the Present Sys- 
tem Generally Demanded. 


The ripple created on Change on Saturday 
by the discrepancy of 377,000 bushels of corn 
in the elevator stocks has not yet entirely sub- 
sided. Not only, it seems, were the reports of 
the corn incorrect, but there was also an errer 
of 10,000 bushels in the wheat receipts. 
This morning a petition was circu- 
lated on ’Change for signatures calling 
for the appointment of a registrar and the in- 
auguration of a system of registration and 
cancellation of warehouse receipts of grain 
which would afford absolute correctness in 


the returns. 
THE PETITION 


is as follows: 
Tothe Honorabie the Board of Directors of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, St. Louis: 

We, the undersigned, fully believing that a 
more satisfactory system for regulating our 
fast increasing grain trade is absolutely 
necessary toits success, and that our mer- 
chants, bankers and insurance companies may 
at all times feel perfect confidence and 
security in its various departments, 
would earnestly urge upon your honorable 
body to appoint a committee to submit to this 
Board asystem of registration and cancella- 
tion of warehouse receipts of grain and such 
rules governing our trade as may be deemed 
necessary to carry out the same, and also that 
you invite the co-operation of our 
several elevator proprietors in further- 
ing the above object. Believing it to 
be of vital importance that the above system 
be inaugurated without delay and before the 
new crop of wheat commences to move,would 
request immediate action. 


MR. THOS. AIKEN, 
the representative of Messrs. E. A. Kent & 
Co., of Chicago, is most prominent in secur- 
ing signatures. It appears that a system of 
registration has been in vogue in IIlinois for 
the past ten years, and has worked to the ut- 
most satisfaction of the grain men. 

For a vear and a half the Registrar was ap- 
pointed by the Board of Trade at Chicago, 
but since then it has become a State office. 
The intention of the promoters of the move- 
ment on Change is the appointment of a sim- 
ilar official here, but by the Board of Trade, 
and to hold it absolutely aloof from politics. 

MR. AIKEN 
was met this morning on Change, and said: 
The appointment of a registrar of warehouse 
receipts is absolutely necessary. It is impos- 
sible to get correct returns the way business 
is conducted at present. Secretary Morgan 
told me this morni ng that he found it impos- 
sible to keep track of the reports as they were 


made, and he would have to giveitup. On 
Saturday he and Dan. Bartlett were three 
bours trying to figure out the stock. Now, 
this loose way of doing business is in- 
juring us. The reputation of St. Louis 
abroad is none too good,and it behooves us to 
do all we can to obtain and maintain a good 
name. The fact of the discrepancy of 377,000 
bughels of corn has already been heralded 
abroad and, of course, is damaging to our 
reputation. By adopting the system of regis- 
tration such as prevails in Illinois, we get per- 
fect and accurate results. The inspectors at 
the elevators report the car, grade and 
weights to the registrar. Cancellation 
without the co-operation of the elevater men 
could hardly be adopted, but if they would 
only assist a little that aiso could be done. 
Such a thing as happened Saturday is scan- 
dalously rotten. 1 have no doubt the elevator 
men are honest enough, but ifthings like that 
can happen it destroys all faith in the re- 
ports.’’ 
OTHER DEALERS. 

The reporter interviewed a number of deal- 
ers on ’Change on the subject of registration, 
with the following results: 

Mr. Barthelow, of Nanson, Bartholow & 
Co., said: “I am heartily opposed toit. The 
present system is a great convenience, and it 
will not do to change it. I want it to remain 
just as it 18. 

Mr. D. P. Rowland remarked: ‘‘Registra- 
tion should be done, of course; else a mau 
doesn’t know what he is doing. That has 
been the great trouble here for a loug time.“ 

Mr. S. W. Cobb declined to express any 
opinion, as the matter would come before him 
as a director to be passed upon. It is known, 
however, that Mr. Cobb favors the petition.

A Light Seance at the Laclede 
this Morning, 


One of the Most Remarkable Manifesta-
